is that most of us do have an "estate" 
—comprised of things like a house, car, 
valuables, securities, and insurance pol- 
icies. 

In fact, ГИ lay you odds that the value 
of your house, securities, pension bene- 
fits, car, life-insurance policies, and 
other valuables amounts to more than 
$120,000. That seldom fails to shock 
people, because most of us don't have 
any idea of what we're worth. Estate 
taxes start to bite when your estate is 
worth $120,700. If your estate amounts 
to more than that, much of it could be 
lost to taxes unless you draw up a good 
estate plan. And to do that, you'll nced 
an estate planner—an attorney who can 
draw up your will and set up trusts so 
that your heirs, and not the tax man, 
get most of the. proceeds from your 
estate. 

Its often quite difficult to find an 
estate planner who's well versed in the 
intricacies of estate and gift-tax laws. 
Since lawyers are ethically prohibited 
from advertising, you have to scout 
around for one yourself. Onc of the 
best places to start is your bank; ask 
your banker for recommendations. 
Banks deal constantly with financial and 
trust matters, and thus know who the 
good estate planners in the area arc. 
(In most states, by the way, banks legal- 
ly cannot recommend members of their 
own staff.) Also check with friends and 
relatives. While you could always ask

Ask him how long he's been an estate 
planner, and what Kinds of degrees he 
has. Of the two, edueation may well be 
more important. An attorney who has 
a master's degree in estate planning, but 
only a few years of experience, may 
turn out to be far shrewder than some- 
one who's long on experienee and short 
on knowledge. 

Also, ask any candidate you inter- 
view if he belongs to a professional 
estate-planning organization. A really 
good estate planner will keep up with 
the field by belonging to some of the 
special seetions of the American Bar 
Association—on probate and trust prop- 
erty, taxation, and real estate, for ex- 
ample. But shy away from anyone who 
elaims expertise in everything from in- 
vestments to insurance to trusts. That's 
next to impossible. What you want is 
someone who knows his limitations, 
knows who to eall for advice, and how 
to evaluate the advice he gets. 


House for sale 


If you're thinking of selling vour house, 
you're probably planning to fix it up a 
bit so it will go for a higher price. Wise 
move, However, some ways of going 
about it are far better than others. In 
fact, some repairs may actually be a 
waste of money. 

How much you should spend fixing 
up your house depends on its value rel- 
ative to other houses in your neighbor- 
hood. Local realtors should be willing 
to give you a free, preliminary survey 
of the house, and tell you how it com- 
pares to others in your neighborhood. 
If its value is on the low side, you should 
be able to make back any money you 
spend fixing it up by getting a higher 
sale priee. However, if your home is 
at. or close to, the top of the market, it 
doesnt make much sense to spend а 
lot on repairs. The sale price probably 
won't be increased by your efforts. 

Some costly repairs will help raise 
the price, but aren't really worth the ef- 
fort unless you plan to live in the house 
long enough to enjoy them. For exam- 
ple, installing insulation is a great selling 
point, because heating bills are sky- 
roeketing—especially after the wicked 
weather we've had this past winter. 
However. insulation won't raise the 
price of your house enough to pay for 
the eost of installing it. If you plan to 
sell later and live in the house now, the 
money you save on fuel bills, plus the 
higher sale priee, would probably make 
the eost of putting in insulation worth- 
while. 

Central air conditioning and new sid- 
ing around the house will help raise its 
ргісе somewhat. However, again, it 
wont increase the value enough to cov- 
er the cost of installing these improve- 
ments. By the same token, eonsider 
earefully before installing new Kitchen 
appliances or bathroom fixtures. They're

Fat takes 
much more time to get out of the stom- 
ach than protein or sugar; sometimes as 
much as an hour longer.

"When people say they no longer feel 
hungry, that usually has nothing to do 
with the size of the stomach. If you have 
not eaten for some length of time, you 
may experience what we call a hunger 
pang, when the stomach starts contract- 
ing. But hunger is usually a psychologi- 
cal effect just as is feeling ‘full.’ A nor- 
mal individual will eat a steak and prob- 
ably feel full very quickly.

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intestines. We swallow air, and air comes 
from the combustion of food and cells 
themselves. There is always action in the 
stomach—for instance, if we don't eat 
for a week. we still have some bowel 
movements. When the stomach is cop- 
ing with too much air or liquid. you will 
hear it on the outside as a rumble. As 
soon as you ingest food, this situation 
will calm down. 

"Swallowing too much air can cause 
burps. This may occur if you are ner- 
vous. working under stress, or have 
some emotional problem. In these situa- 
tons vou may experience an increase 
in the spastic ability of the gastro-intes- 
tinal tract. But burping is also a defense 
mechanism and is perfectly acceptable." 

Are vitamin supplements good 
Q e for the stomach? 
A “There are no vitamin supple- 
e ments specifically good for the 
stomach. A well-balanced diet in terms 
of protein. fat. carbohydrate. minerals. 
and vitamins is what your body needs. И 
you cat properly, you don't need vitamin 
supplements. If vou take only vitamins. 
without eating, they won't help at all. 
because vitamins are what we call co- 
enzymes in terms of metabolism of food. 
They will act if you bring something to 
them. Eating only vitamins is like going 
to a gas station and pouring the gas on the 
floor. Thev need a vehicle. and the ve- 
hicle is food. Iron alone, for instance, 
goes right through your body—iron plus 
protein builds red cells. (That does not 
mean you have to take iron at the same 
time as a meal, however. Iron is trans- 
formed better. and absorbed better, 
taken separately.) " 


A recently published book. Save Your 
Stomach (Crown, $8.95), by medical 
writer Lawrence Galton, contains all 
sorts of fascinating pieces of informa- 
tion. For example, the fact that good 
doctors are now learning to diagnose 
stomach problems by listening to the 
various rumblings the stomach makes: 
that we have about 3.000 taste buds, 
and that before we can taste anything, 
the substance must be moistened (the 
salivary glands do that); and that large 
amounts of caffeine can produce symp- 
toms mimicking those of a psychiatric 
disorder: chronic anxiety. Galton also 
wrote a book advocating a fiber diet. 
іп which he emphasizes the importance 
of fiber in helping gastrointestinal dis- 
orders. Galton also lists 24 of the most 
common stomach problems, with sug- 
gested treatment. 

It may not be the most glamorous 
part of our bodies, but the stomach 15 
certainly essential to life and well-being. 
And if we can remember to put the right 
things in it. and treat it with respect. 
then our stomachs will serve us well for 
the rest of our davs. №

Is a bureau, for instanee, in three 
pieces? These are Chinese Export clues, 
for Chinese Export furniture was often 
made to disassemble, to make it easier 
for traveling in the hold of a ship. 

4. Caning is typically Chinese. It didn't 
arrive in England until the 17th century. 
5. Even if the furniture is European in 
design, there may be something about it 
that looks unusual. Chinese carpenters 
never made exact eopies—their own ar- 
tistry would ereep in. 

These are some clues in your quest for 
Chinese Export. If you own or find furni- 
ture, poreelain, or silver with any of the 
above characteristics, you may have an 
exciting piece of history on your hands.

Leasing saves you a big 
cash outlay and 
expensive repairs: 
buying gives you equity 


In todays market, more and more 
people are leasing their cars instead of 
buying them. The General Motors Cor- 
poration estimates that more than a mil- 
lion people will lease a car this year, 
and that leasing is growing at the rate 
of 25 percent a year or better. 

There are two basic reasons for this 
—inflation, of course, and convenience. 
Leasing offers the driver the car of his 
choice on a l- to 3-year lease, with no 
cash outlay for a dowa payment and no 
curtailing of his line of credit. He can 
invest the cash that would have been 
used for purchase while driving thc car, 
and use his credit for other things. 

The fixed monthly payment for a 
leased car is usually less than a financed- 
purchase payment. If the lease is onc 
that includes maintenance and tires, the 
driver knows that for the length of the 
lease, his car will not cost him one penny 
more than his monthly payment, except 
for gasoline and insurance. One major 
eastern. Ford dealer estimates that the 
average charge for the maintenance 
clause will cost about $30 a month more 
on a 3-year lease, which, projected in the 
teeth of rising costs, is a bargain. The 
dealer takes care of problems from ser- 
vicing to major repairs, even after the 
warranty has run out—a considerable 
protection for the di:ver, Furthermore. 
a loan car is usually available if your 
leased car breaks down. The dealer, or 
lessor, is anxious to keep his cars in 
good condition because he has a vested 
interest in them as well. ы 

Economically speaking, the leasing 
driver will just about break even on a 
3-year lease, compared to a 3-year fi- 
nanced purchase. He does not, of course, 
have any equity at the end of 3 years. 
On the othcr hand, the lessee did not 
have to make a down payment ог pay 
interest оп the borrowed financing 
moncy for 3 years. He also escapes the 
problem of having to dispose of his car 
in a possibly deflated second-hand mar- 
ket when it's time to buy another car. 

The lessor’s economics are based оп 
the value of the car at the end of the

lease, and the cconomies that can 
practiced by dealing in volume. 

Here are the two types of lease tha 
are most often used: 

1. The open-end or financed lease 
Uscd about 75 pcrcent of the time. It i 
the least expensive, but the lessee mus 
share the responsibility in the equity o 
the car at the end of the contract. The 
depreciated valuc is projected ahead t 
the end of the lease and the figure estab 
lished. И the car is not up to that уай 
when it is turned in—because of hard 
wear, high mileage, or perhaps Бо 
damage—the lessee must make up tht 
difference. If, on the other hand, the ca 
is in excellent condition and brings morg 
than the established figure, the lessee gety 
a bonus. 

2. The closed-end lease. Under thi 
arrangement, the lessee pays a slightl 
higher amount, with or without main 
tenance, and at the end of the lease re 
turns the car with no further responsibil 
ity. This lease, if it includes full main 
tenance and tires, is the most convenien 
and offers the most protection. A goo 
bet for the single woman, and for thd 
business car that is fully tax-deductible

Preparing your car 
for a trip 


When planning to drive a long distance, 
be sure your car is ready for the trip. 
Begin at the obvious place—have it scr- 
viced, perhaps even have a minor tune- 
up in which thc air filter, fuel filter, spark 
plugs and wires, distributor points, and 
the condenser are inspected and cleaned 
or replaced if they are dirty or worn. 
The distributor cap, rotor, and ignition 
coil should be checked and any neces- 
sary adjustments to the carburetor and 
the timing made. All these things are 
usually included in the average 12,000- 
mile tune-up. Beyond the tune-up, the 
following things are important: 
1. Tires. Get the owner's manual, and 
adjust.the tire pressure for both front 
and back wheels for the recommended 
highway driving pressure in winter and 
summer. Tires expand during hot weath- 
er and contract during cold weather, so 
this must be compensated for. The ad- 
justment is different for long drives than 
for city driving. 
2. Fluid levels. In winter, check the 
anti-freeze and in summer, the freon for 
the air conditioner. Always check the 
brake and steering fluid if you have 
power systems, and the transmission lu- 
bricant. Last, but certainly not least, 
check that special freeze-proof glass 
cleaner that sprays on the windshield 
when you press the button and whose 
ingredients cope with splashed winter 
slush and bugs and dust in the summer. 
Carry an extra bottle with you. 
3. Other extras to carry. A supply of 
spare fuses for the interior wiring sys- 
tem (radio, lights, and interior panel), 
and a duplicate supply of all necessary 
belts the car uses, in case one breaks 
when you're in a remote spot. Also, a 
roll of electrical tape, a roll of wire, and 
wirc clippers for temporary emergency 
repairs. And of course, the usual emer- 
gency equipment, such as a good jack 
and lug wrench, first-aid kit, flares, flash- 
light, and fire extinguisher. 
4. Passenger supplies and creature com- 
forts. Besides the proper maps and tour 
books, carry a notebook and pencil for 
recording mileage, road directions, and 
addresses. In a convenient spot, keep a 
good supply of quarters and dollar bills 
for tolls, and arm yourself and your 
passengers with good dark glasses and a 
basic picnic. A thermal cooler will keep 
everything fresh and cool; take thermos 
bottles for hot and cold drinks. 
5. Proper Loading. First of all, if you 
make regular long drives with a full 
load to a summer house, camping, or 
transporting „children to school or col- 
lege, it is wise to make some special con- 
cessions when you drive a car. Invest in 
good luggage space, heavy duty shock

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Pour walls and a ceiling have never been 
enough. Virtually the entire continent of 
Africa developed an indigenous architec- 
ture based оп polygonal and conical 
forms: the world of Islam from Spain to 
India is covered with 6- to 16-sided mon- 
uments to Allah. Romanesque fortresses 
were regularly octagons—even the Chev- 
enne tepee was octagonal! 

American architects were not immune 
to the charm of polygons either. Fads 
for octagonal houses. polygonal hotels, 
schoolhouses, and even barns have swept 
this country more than once. In 1641, 
Killiaen van Rensselaer financed one of 
the first polygonal buildings in the New 
World. an octagonal wooden church їп 
the Hudson Valley, patterned after a 
1595 meetinghouse in Willemstad, 
Nederland. By the time the English took 
over, nearly every Dutch settlement from 
Long Island to Philadelphia had a similar 
octugonal church. 

The English built dozens of polygonal 
garden buildings in America, but it was 
only in the late 1 8th century that another 
wave of major octagonal building began. 
From about 1790 on, there was wide- 
spread enthusiasm for polygonal school-

houses with 8, 12, or 16 sides. Students 
sat in bleachers around the walls, while 
both the single stove and solitary teacher 
occupied center stage of this theatre-in- 
the-round. Bui the fad died quickly. 

Polygonal barns were another enthusi- 
asm, George Washington had one of the 
earliest—a 16-sided barn at Dogue Run 
Farm in Virginia, built in 1793. The 
famous round barn of the Shaker Com- 
munity at Hancock, Mass., was one of 
the last, dating from 1826. іп between, 
there were hundreds of polygonal farm 
buildings-—evervthing from small dove 
cotes to huge stables—scattered up and 
down the East Coast. Barn theory was а 
efficient as school theory. Milking cows 
were stabled in pie-shaped stalls ranged 
around the circle, with feeding handily 
accomplished in the center from a single 
trough. 

At a more exalted level, Thomas Jef- 
ferson was an carly supporter of octago- 
nal houses. He тау һауе had something 
to do with the 6-sided "Octagon House" 
built in 1789 at New York Avenue and 
18th Street in Washington by Dr. Wil- 
liam Thornton, architect of the Capitol. 
Thornton's house is the headquarters of

the American Institute of Architects to- 
day. Jefferson’s famous retreat, Poplar 
Forest, was based on an octagonal hunt- 
ing lodge built for the Elector of Bavaria. 
Poplar Forest, too, still exists in rebuilt 
form. Monticello, of course, has a dome 
on an octagonal drum and matching bay 
windows at each end; the Rotunda at the 
University of Virginia is round with a 
paneled dome: and La Chaumiére du 
Prairie, the Kentucky home of Jeffer- 
son's friend Colonel David Meade, still 
has its domed octagonal drawing room. 
Indeed, of the 50 buildings Thomas Jef- 
ferson designed in his career as an ama-

teur architect, 30 were either. polygonal 
or featured polvgonal rooms. 

In 1836, A.J. Davis designed a curious, 
tall-roofed octagonal gatehouse for the 
Hudson River estate of Blithewood, in 
Annandale, N.Y. This charming little 
building was featured in A.J. Downing’s 
influential Landscape Gardening, pub- 
lished in 1844. It still exists in Annan- 
dale, while Davis’s original sketches are 
in the collection of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 

in 1844, perhaps inspired by the Davis 
etching in Downing's popular book, а 
builder named Joseph Goodrich con- 
structed one of the very first cast-con- 
crete buildings in America, a 6-sided ho- 
tel in Milton, Wis. This was followed by 
octagonal Milton Academy.

а highly exotic building material with an 
equally unusual shape. 

Goodrich was soon visited by an equal- 
ly unorthodox freethinker, one Orson 
Squire Fowler. Fowler had gone to Am- 
herst as a theology student, where he dis- 
covered he had a knack for phrenology 
—the popular Victorian pastime of 
analyzing a person's personality through 
the bumps on his head. What began as a 
simple parlor trick, Fowler turned into a 
lucrative career. By mid-century, he had 
his own syndicated advice-to-the-love- 
lorn newspaper column, his own publish- 
ing company, and several popular books 
in print on phrenology. Не was also à 
well-known personality on the traveling 
lecture circuit. 

Fowler visited Milton House on one of 
his lecture tours, and returned to New 
York to write a book based on Good- 
rich's theories of polygonal building and 
the "gravel wall." Published іп 1848, 4 
Home for All; or. The Gravel Wall and 
Octagon Mode of Building was reprinted 
every year until 1851, doubled in size for 
a new edition in 1853, and inspired а 


Arkansas Pavilion at Philadelphia Fair. 
veritable host of imitators to publish sim- 
Паг plans for octagonal country houses. 
Fowler made a fortune from А Home 
for All, and in the process began, anew, 
the octagonal building, a fad which swept 
the country. 

In gratitude, Fowler contributed a 2- 
story astronomy building to his alma 
mater. И survives today as the Amherst 
Music Department, complete with octag- 
onal observatory tower. More impor- 
tantly, though, Fowler was convinced by 
his own rhetoric to build himself a new 
suburban house in Fishkill, N.Y. It could 
only be octagonal. Finished in 1853, 
Fowler's octagon was a monstrous рис, 
4 stories plus an 8-sided cupola, circled 
with porches at every level. Massivelv 
built in poured concrete, it featured in- 
door plumbing with hot and cold run- 
ning water, central heating, and gas- 
lights throughout. In 1853, it was the 
most advanced home in America. 

Fowler lost his money in a stock-mar- 
ket crash before the Civil War, and his 
house outlived him, but was dynamited 
in 1897 after sitting derelict for years. 

Fowler's ideas barely survived his own 
tenure in an octagon. The fad began in 
1848; it was dead even before the Civil 
War put a stop to building. In that decade 
of the Fifties, however, hundreds of oc- 
tagonal houses were buiit according to

his theories. indeed, 

vive, 126 in New York State alone. 
Happily enough, some of the best 

Fowler octagons are still in existence and 


‘open to the public. In San Francisco, 


William McElroy built himself a 2-story 
octagon with cupola in 186!—-it is rel- 
atively plain for a mid-Victorian house. 
Painted a modest gray and white, it sits 
today in a charming formal garden at 
2645 Gough Street. Owned by the Na- 
tional Society of Colonial Dames of 
Amcrica, it is only open three afternoons 
a month. But much of the unique effect 
of an octagonal house can be appreciated 
from the outside if you're not there on an 
"open" day. 

Probably because the octagon fad 
originated in Wisconsin with Joseph 
Goodrich, Fowler’s book was extremely 
popular there. In Watertown, Wis., the 
Watertown Historical Society preserves 
the John Richards house, built in 1854. 
The 3-story Richards house incorporates 
Fowler's design for a cistern on the roof, 
central furnace, and a dumbwaiter in the 
stairwell. Built with true "gravel wall" 
construction, it is the most authentic 
Fowler octagon in the country. At 919 
Charles Street in Watertown, it is open 
daily from May to November. 

In Hudson, Wis., John Moffat built a 
small, 2-story octagon with cupola in 
1856. A rectangular kitchen wing pro- 
jects from the back; a sweeping veranda 
surrounds the first story. Doubled brack- 
ets under the eaves, arched windows in 
the cupola, and an onion-shaped pinnacle 
add to its charming picturesqueness. 
Now called simply The Octagon House, 
the Moffat octagon, at 1004 Third Street, 
is open from May through Christmas 
under the direction of the St. Croix 
County Historical Association. 

In the lower Hudson Valley, less than 
an hour's drive from Fowler's own Fish- 
kill octagon and half an hour from Man- 
hattan, sits the most famous polygonal 
building in America. Owned for the last 
30 years by author Carl Carmer, the 
Armour-Stiner-Carmer House was sold 
to the National Trust for Historic Pres- 
ervation in September, 1976, literally the 
day before Carl Carmer died. The Na- 
tional Trust has now resold the house, 
protected by articles of covenant that 
guarantee its preservation, and is help- 
ing to finance a full-scale restoration. 

The Carmer house, at 45 West Clinton 
Avenue in Irvington, N.Y., has rectangu- 
lar rooms separated by small, triangular 
spaces used for pantries, bathrooms, and 
closets. From the inside, it might be any 
other 19th-century house. 

That's not true of Longwood Planta- 
tion in Natchez, Miss. Designed by Sam- 
ucl Sloan of Philadelphia and built for 
Dr. Haller Nutt, a wealthy cotton grow- 
ет, Longwood was left incomplete at the 
beginning of the Civil War. It sat aban- 
doned for much of this century, but has 
been restored by the Pilgrimage Garden 
Club of Natchez. Longwood, at 141

If you have basic sewing skills, you can 
master the technique for upholstery. 
These step-by-step pictures were taken 
at Margaret Smith's upholstering class 
at a Baltimore YWCA. At $8 for six les- 
sons, plus $33.77 for tools, materials, and 
fabric, Dottie Pearre found the course a 
good way to save decorating dollars. 
Тоо and materials: Magnetic hammer, 
screwdriver, tack puller, staple gun, web- 
bing stretcher, scissors, upholsterer's 
needles, 3 - to 4-inch jute webbing, 
i6 and £12 tacks, jute spring twine, 
rubberized hair, cotton batting, muslin, 
burlap edge roll, cotton cording, card- 
board tack strips, upholstery pins. 


Lesson 
No. 1: 
Webbing 


Webbing strips depend on the number 
of springs. Six springs here need 3 strips 
vertically, 2 horizontally. Chair back. 
Place end of webbing on back frame 
with 1 inch extending beyond edge. Nail 
5 #12 tacks, then fold short end of 
webbing over tacks, put in 4 more. 
Stretching webbing straight down, hook 
stretcher into webbing, pulling tightly. 
Put in 5 tacks to frame. Cut webbing 
12 inches beyond tacks. Fold over, 
fasten with 4 tacks. Weave horizontal 
strips in and out. Do same with front of 
frame. Chair seat. Same process but place 
webbing under frame.

bing cross. Place 2 #12 tacks % inch 
apart at each end of row of springs, nail- 
ing halfway.

Tie 
each row of springs through center, 
front to back, then side to side, then di- 
agonally so each spring is tied in 8 
places. Push springs down to chair edge. 
Take up any twine slack. Hammer tacks 
firmly.

Cut burlap 2 inches larger than seat 
frame. Attach with #6 tacks around 
frame. Tack edge rolls to sides and front, 
keeping flush to outer edge of frame. 
Cut rubberized hair 34-inch thick to fit 
chair seat and cover edge rolls. Stitch in 
place. Add 2 layers cotton batting ex- 
tending over seat to underedge of chair. 
Measure muslin to cover entire seat. 
Tack under frame. Trim excess. 

Lesson No. 4: Building back and arms 
Same as seat except for springs. Build 
up arms with batting, pin muslin tightly 
to underside of arm. Tack with #6 
tacks.

ly clean, with a cot, a shower cubicle, and 
steps leading into a sunken tub, Blankets 
and sheets are spread on the cot and as 
you come in, two buckets of hot mud 
have been already deposited on the white 
sheet. A "fangina" (mud-bath attendant) 
starts to spread the mud as you lie down. 
Covering you with a white sheet, she puts 
an ice-cold compress on your forehead. 
All this takes about 3 minutes; she sets an 
alarm clock for the prescribed time, 
starts the thermal water in the tub, and 
off she goes to the next treatment room. 
Every 5 minutes she appears to check on 
you and change the compress. Mean- 
while, vou feel like а mummy, wrapped 
tightly, perspiring and unable to move, 
but drowsily comfortable. When the bell 
goes oll, the fangina appears, unwraps 
you, swiftly removes the mud, cleans it 
off with a hand shower, and you step 
down into the bathtub of thermal water 
up to vour chin. After the prescribed 
time, back to the room and into bed, 
which has been freshly made by the maid. 
You perspire, almost fall asleep again, 
and then а masseuse arrives for a marve- 
lous workout. Afterwards, breakfast in 
your room. At 11 o'clock on goes the 
white robe, and you take a back elevator 
to the ground floor, where indoor swim- 
ming pool, inhalation and cxercise rooms 


are located, Inhalation, involves whoosh- 
ing thermal steam into your open mouth. 
[hen after а prescribed period you 
change cubicles and put a gadget into 
your nose for another 10-minute treat- 
ment with medicated fumes.

Use a 
clay pot, not a plastic one; the 
evaporation through the por- 
ous clay sides will help keep 
the rose roots cool, just the 
way they like it. Now dunk the 
whole pot in water until the 
soil is soaked.

An enchanting book currently a best-seller in England, 
Old Wives’ Lore for Gardeners is full of old-fashioned 
wisdom and gardening tips to delight gardeners everywhere. 


Epiror’s NOTE: Bridget Boland, play- 
wright and author of the film, Anne of 
a Thousand Days, gardcned with her 
sister Maureen for forty years in London 
before they moved to "a little suntrap 
of a valley" in Hampshire. Though their 
backyard city garden had been much 
photographed and admired, it did not 
prepare them for all the new challenges 
of country gardening. “Needing to learn 
fas," Miss Boland says, "we pestered 
everyonc we met for advice." In a lively 
little book, Old Wives’ Lore for Gard- 
eners (Farrar, Straus & Giroux, $5.95). 
thc Bolands share their discoveries with 
those “who are not afraid of finding a 
certain amount of superstition mingled 
with good sense.” Here is a sampling: 
DOCTOR CAMOMILE 

Old gardeners used to use camomile like 
a visiting physician; planted beside a del- 
icate or ailing plant for a short while it 
would improve its health immensely, and 
such herbs as mint would develop far 
more savor. But after a while (in fact 
when the clump of camomile grew too 
large), as though the patient had be- 
come over-dependent on thc doctor and 
tiresomely hypochondriac, it would 
wcaken again. The solution was to re- 
move the camomile when it had done its 
work, leaving improved soil bchind it in 
the vicinity of the plant that had been 
strengthened, only to replacc it with a 
new young plant a good while later if 
necessary. The ‘sweet breath thcreof,’ 
ог, as the scientists would say, the exha- 
lation from the Icaves, was considered 


as beneficial to neighboring plants as | 


it was pleasant to humans when trodden 
underfoot, so that camomile paths in 
herb gardens were particularly recom- 
mended; but this would seem to contra- 
dict the warning that not too much of it 
should be grown for too long in the vi- 
cinity of some plants. It is held to be en- 
tirely good for cabbages in any quantity 
and, if planted a yard or so apart, for 
Onions.

DEER 
In a woodland distriet, the only sure way 
to kecp dcer out of a garden is to build 
a wall 9 feet high all around it, or a solid 
wooden paling whose upkeep would eost 
more in the long run than the outlay on 
a wall. The rugosa rose Alba will grow 
to 7 feet high and make in time a dense, 
impenetrable hedge, but one remembers 
the stag in The Lady of the Lake: "With 
one brave bound the copsc he cleared." 
We read that sprinkling lion manure 
would terrify the deer, and eould well 
bclieve it: but then keeping the lions to 
provide the manure would terrify us. 
Then an Old Wife provided a mueh 
easier solution. Tie an old рісес of thiek 
eloth, such as flanncl, on the end of a 
bamboo cane and dunk it in ereosote, 
and stiek it in the ground like a little 
flag near eaeh rose, or at eaeh eorner of 
a bed. The deer will not risk coming 
near the strong smell, which wil! prevent 
them seenting the approach of danger. 
After a day or so the smell will not be 
apparent to humans unless they aetually 
sniff the eloth. The flags should be re- 
dipped at intervals during the summer 
if there is heavy rain. 
BIRDS 
Alarmed at the expense of wire nett rg 
for our fruit cage, we used nylon netting. 
The squirrels sat on the crossbars gnaw- 
ing neat holes, through whieh so many 
birds entered that we soon seemed to be 
keeping an aviary rather than a fruit 
eage. We reverted to the Old Wives 
praetiee of winding threads of black cot- 
ton about among the fruit; the birds 
have diffieulty judging the distance of 
such threads against the sky and fear 
entangling their wings. 
BEER 
Charlie, whom we meet on our eountry 
bus when we go shopping, tells us that 
he onee threw what was left after brew- 
ing homemade beer out of his Kitehen 
window. There was a row of hollyhocks 
just outside, and, while the rest of the 
row did reasonably well, the hollyhoek 
immediately below the window grew to 
a height of 18 foot 6 inehes "and a man 
from the BBC came down to see it."

OPRING PAINTERS 


Spring is an excellent time for the inte- 
rior of your home to receive a much- 
needed face-lift. Set aside a few days to 
perform some exciting magic. 

Purchase quality paint. The more eost- 
ly paints usually do a superior job be- 
cause they are formulated with better 
materials. Many manufacturers claim 
that their product will cover with only 
one eoat. But it may not hide the under- 
surface if the new paint is not going over 
the identical color. It is safer to plan on 
two coats. 

Watch newspaper advertisements for 
paint sales—usually in the spring and 
fall. A legitimate special of a nationally 
distributed brand of paint is the most 
economical way to coat surfaces with a 
superior product. Paint does not spoil as 
long as it is in a factory-sealed ean, so 
take advantage of a sale, even if you do 
not contemplate doing the work for a 
considerable length of time. 

If you're an inexperienced painter, try 
a water-base paint. It is extremely easy to 
apply, does not leave a strong lingering 
odor, dries rapidly ( within 2 hours), апа 
washes out of equipment with soap and 
water. 

Also, if this will be your painting de- 
but, buy a medium- to high-priced brush 
(never a cheap one) for cutting into cor- 
ners and using on wood vork. Plus a rol- 
ler frame and medium pile roller, a paint 
pan, and a 5-foot extention pole to at- 
tach to the handle of the frame. 

To prepare the walls, chip off anv 


loose or bubbled paint. Fill nicks in the. 


woodwork with vinyl spackle. Holes in 


walls and ceiling, too, need to be patched 
with spackle and sanded smooth. All 
mended areas must be primed before the 
ainting begins. 

Walls and ceilings should be dusted 
before any paint is applied. When these 
surfaces, along with the woodwork, are 
dirty—covered with grease, handprints, 
smoke, etc.—they must be washed. This 
is one of the most important steps in 
painting preparation. If an area is not 
clean, paint will not adhere well. In a 
bathroom, walls, ceiling, and woodwork 
require scrubbing with а disinfectant 
such as household bleach in order to kill 
mildew growth caused by excessive mois- 
ture. 

The following hints should help make 
your project a success: 

1. Never plan to paint on a cloudy day 
—pray for good sunlight. 

2. Cover the perimeter of the room 
with newspaper, and then spread a sheet 
of plastic over both the paper and the 
floor. 

3. Line your paint can with aluminum 
foil before pouring paint into it. When 
the job is finished, just peel it off. 

4. Stand on a sturdy 6-foot ladder 
when using a brush to cut into the cor- 
ners. 

5. Begin roller strokes 3 feet down 
from the ceiling, and then roll inward to 
the corners. 

6. Always complete a wall before tak- 
ing a break—to avoid blotching. Then 
slip the brush into a plastic bag and use 
a piece of plastic wrap over the tray. If 
the plastic sits on the paint, it will prevent 
a skin from developing. 

7. Do not let paint dry on equipment. 
Wash it out as soon as the job is com- 
pleted.

New siding for exterior house walls has 
the look and texture of traditional boards 
but is manufactured in forms and sizes 
that cut labor and materials costs.

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Solar

Capturing sun heat to supplement or 
save fuel expenditure in heating the 
house, or the household water supply, is 
the purpose of solar collectors. The “Sun 
Panel" collects solar heat and converts it 
to hot-water heat. Usually located on the 
roof, it has two panes of tempered glass 
in a frame with a well-insulated back ab- 
sorber plate. Sun rays pass through the 
glass (where they are trapped) to heat 
the black surface of the copper absorber 
plate. This hezt quickly passes into fluid 
in copper tubes lining thc plate, which 
connect to a heat storage tank in the 
house. The stored heat is used as needed 
by the house heating system.

They say next winter's 
going to be cold, too— 


so now's the time to 


decide about insulating. 
An architect tells 
you what to look for 


What's new in insulation is not the tech- 
niques nor materials (most have been 
around for 15 years or more). It’s that 
homcowners are now aware of insula- 
tion's value and, after the hazards of this 
winter, excited to know more about its 
potential. 

Sudden increases in fuel eost in thc 
past two winters have made everyone 
conscious of the need to reduce fuel con- 
sumption. One way is to lower room tem- 
peratures; another is to be sure all cracks 
around doors and windows are tightly 
sealed: and the third is to install ample 
amounts of insulation in all roofs, walls, 
and floors that are exposed to the out- 
doors. 

What is insulation cxactly and how 
docs it work in the average American 
house? 

Insulation is simply building material, 
whieh has many pockets of trapped air 
distributed through its thickness. Wood 
is the ultimate natural insulation—its in- 
terlocking microscopic fibers havc lots of 
air around them. But solid wood walls, 
as in a log cabin, have not bcen cconomi- 
cal to build since the Great Frontier was 
closed. The insulating materials available 
and used today—foamed plasties, glass 
fiber and mineral wool, „ла a variety of 
fiberboards—all have a capaeity similar 
to Wood, to rcsist the passage of hcat, but 
at much cheaper cost. 

How cxaetly do the pockets of air re- 
sist the passage of heat? The 
movement of heat from warmer to colder 
surfaces and volumes 18 related to their 
difference in temperature. It is а form of 

vacuum pressure. Wlicn the indoor and 
outdoor temperatures are within 20 de- 
grees of each other, the intensity of heat 
transfer is negligible. But when the d.f- 
ference climbs to 60 or 70 degrees (as 
when outdoor temperatures drop to 0 de- 
grees Fahrenheit —eommon all over the 
country this past winter), heat from in- 
side virtually flies through the walls and 
roof of uninsulated houses. And, of 
course, the same transfer takes place in 
reverse in the summer, when the sun

beats down on the roof all day. So insu- 
lation works both ways. 

In order to move through a wall, hcat 
is conducted through thc solid material 
(such as the inner surface of plaster or 
gypsum board). И flows casily from 
molecule to molecule of such materials 
toward the cold. But when it comes to an 
air pocket, it must change into radiant 
heat to cross that spaec. That slows it 
down, becausc less heat can be trans- 
ferred in a minute, let's say, by radiation 
than by eonductanee. When the heat hits 
the other side of the air pocket, it must 
turn back into conducted heat. And so 
on. The more separatc air spaces, the 
bctter. That's why foamed plastics, poly- 
urethane, and polystyrene work so well. 
They consist of thousands of self-cn- 
closed air bubbles. each of which the heat 
must jump across individually. 

It is impossible to build a wall which 
docs not eventually lose some hcat. And 
the cost of a supcrefficient wall may be 
far greater than will be recovered in fuel 
savings over a reasonable period of years. 
In other words, cach homeowner should 
be sure that the basic cost of insulation 
(probably no more than $1,500 for the 
average-sizc house) will result in $150 
or more of savings each winter in fuel 
cost. 

Most American houses (even many 
which appear to be built of brick or 
Мопс) have wood-frame construction. 
That means the walls are essentially hol- 
low—a 3- or 4-inch-wide gap with morc 
than a foot of space between cach up- 
right member or stud. The roof and top 
floor ceiling, likewise, gencrally have 
more than a foot of space between the 
rafters and joists, as horizontal structural 
members are called. Those spaces are 
perfect for insulation. A century-old 
mcthod of building has proved to have 
an excellent capaeity for energy-conser- 
vation Improvements. 

Heat loss varies through the roof, 
walls, and floor. The roof is the most 
vulnerable, beeause warm air rises. The 
thickest layer of insulation must go there, 
either in the roof strueture, or in the floor 
of the attie (if there is one). Exterior 
walls are the next most important. and 
finally, floors over unheated or exposed 
areas, 

A wide variety of insulating materials 
are available today. Mineral and glass 
wool products can be had in papcr- 
wrapped batts or rolls of material called 
blankets, each sized to fit tightly between

The most important factor is the total 
thickness of the insulation. It can be a 


collection of three or four different types | 
of material since the roof decking, the | 


sheathing and siding on the walls, and 
the flooring all add insulating value that 


should be counted in. Manufacturers | 


have standardized on the “К” (for resis- 
tance to heat transfer) rating, which 
varies for roof, wall, or floor applica- 


tions. Standards of thickness have been | 
raised appreciably since the energy crisis, | 
and it is important that you buy thick | 
enough material to meet those recom- 


mended for your climate. In most cases, 


that means a total of 8 inches or more in | 
the roof (R—30), 4 to 5 inches in the 


walls (R—20), and a minimum of 3 
inches in exposed floors (К = 8). 
Each type of material has installation 


advantages that make it preferable for | 


certain situations. Blown-in insulation is 
excellent for attics of existing houses but 
not so good in walls (tends to settle). 
Batts are best for walls that have no in- 
terior finish or whose interior surfaces 
are being replaced. Foamed plastic 
boards are ideal for applying on the out- 


side of walls or roofs with a new weather 


surface placed over them. It is not diffi- 


cult to figure out what is best for your | 


circumstance by figuring out the easiest 
way of applying it. Insulating materials 
themselves are not expensive. The labor 
to install them can be, however, if com- 
mon-sense building procedures are not 
followed. 

Once insulation is installed (or in 
houses already insulated), there are two 
or three other considerations to keep in 
mind. Except for the foamed plastics, 
which do not absorb water, insulation 
must be kept dry. Wet insulation cannot 
resist heat transfer. That means weather- 
exposed surfaces must be watertight. If 
possible, air should circulate around the 
batts or blankets, but a vapor barrier on 
the room-side of the exterior wall may be 
necessary to keep household moisture 
from getting to the insulation. 

Another important consideration— 
make sure that windows and doors have

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insulating glass or storm sash, especially 
on the sides of the house from which 
winter winds generally come. As noted 
earlier, cracks around doors and win- 
dows absolutely must be sealed.

And now is the best time to insulate. 
Because the price of insulating materials 
remains constant, it is in the early spring, 
before contractors get started on larger 
projects and are looking for work, that 
labor costs for installation will be lowest, 
and therefore the overall cost the least. 
Autumn and winter are “ot good times— 
that's when insulation installers are usu- 
ally busiest. 

When you approach insulating con- 
tractors, be sure to inquire about all the 
techniques described here, asking esti- 
mates for each.

The 
Ycllow Pages arc good for finding phone 
numbers, but when it comes to choosing 
a contractor to remodel your home, you 
can't let your fingers do the walking. 
Blitz might be quick, Accurate might be 
neat. but one of the others might, as 
Groucho Marx used to say, turn your 
home into the place where vou hang 
your head. 

Well then. how do you find a con- 
tractor who will redo the bathroom or 
build that new kitchen vou can't wait to 
cook in? It's a straightforward remodel- 
ing or add-on; you know exactly what 
you want done, and don't fcel you necd 
an architect or a designer this timc. 
What vou need is а competent, reason- 
able contractor. 

А primc source of information is thc 
National Home Improvement Council. 
11 East 44th Street, New York, N.Y. 
10017: home-building contractors makc 
up much of its membership. And if anv- 
one knows how to sclect a contractor, 
an architect should. George Lewis, cx- 
ecutive director of the Amcrican In- 
stitute of Architects іп New York, said 
that when he necds a contractor in an 
unfamiliar arca, hc asks local architects 
for rccommendations. But would this 
information be available to nonarchi- 
tects? “I should think most architects 
would be very glad to supply a list of 
competent contractors.” he said. “The 
architect might even help solve a small 
design problem—architects are very ac- 
cessible, and they won't charge yov a 
bundle just to walk in the door." 2 

“But.” he continued, "if you are new 
in town or don't know any architects or 
contractors by reputation, you've got to 
ask around and talk to people who have 
had similar work done." 

Word of mouth, thcn, is still basic. 
So plant your grapevine carly and allow 
it time to bear fruitful contractors when 
vou need еп». Fertile soi! lies anywhere 
within the construction field. Track down 
architects, intcrior designers, cngineers. 
builders” associations, contractors’ sup- 
ply houses, even hardwarc-storc owners 
—using the Yellow Pages, if necessary 
—and ask for recommendations.

Before you start on a remodeling, here's 
some basic advice on selecting a contractor, 
writing a contract, choosing materials — 


Bc on the lookout for workmen and 
contractors’ trucks in your neighbor- 
hood, and ask owners if their work is 
satisfactory. Weigh the recommenda- 
tions,,then pick the three or four with 
the best credentials and the most experi- 
спсе in the type of project you have in 
mind. 

Now for the privatc-eye work. For 
safety's sake. check out the contractors 
with the local consumer council and 
Better Business Bureau. Both agencies 
maintain active complaint and litigation 
records, run credit checks, and verifv 
contractors’ reliability, Іп some com- 
munities, the consumer councils a!so 
license home-improvement contractors. 
Licensing varies so much from place to 
place, though, it's wise to have local 
regulations, insurance requirements, and 
the like explained. 

“Тһе most common homeowner’s 
complaint," said Jean Ende, director of 
consumer information at New York's 
Consumer Affairs Burcau, "is that the 
contractor's workmanship and materials 
are shoddy.” In many cases, however, 
complaints spring from semantic mis- 
understandings and unfounded expecta- 
tions. 


How to avoid 


Get everything in writing. While com- 
piling a list of recommended and reliable 
contractors, you should also be prepar- 
ing a complete description of your 
project. The same sources who recom- 
mended contractors can help you as- 
semble the following information, which 
will be included in the final contract: 
1. Draw rough floor plans and sketch 
details of walls and ceilings for exact 
placement of electrical outlets, switches, 
lights, shelves, closets, counters, sinks, 
tubs, doors, windows, and any other 
additions, Include measurements or ap- 
proximations. 
2. Specify brand names, manufacturers’ 
medel numbers, and color codes for all 
appliances and fixtures. This way, you'll 
find out what equipment is or is not avail- 
able and how much it costs. 
3. List brand names and grades, when

These preliminaries will help organize 
your ideas, clarify design and cost, апа, 
best of all. help eliminate misunderstand- 
ings with the contractor. Unless plans 
are carefully specified, contractors fol- 
low their own instincts in construction. 
And. too often. a contractor's idea of a 
clothes closet 15 the homeowner's idea 
of a broom closet—or vice versa. Be- 
fore estimating dimensions, take sample 
measurements of other closets, shelves. 
counters, or whatever it is you're con- 
sidering. 


How to educate yourself 


Don't worry if vou don't know the dif- 
ference between a BX cable and a PCV 
pipe—vou'll learn quickly. Familiarize 
yourself with building materials and 
equipment in catalogues. and at home 
centers and lumbervards. While vou go 
about picking contractors off vour grape- 
vine, get advice about types of wood for 
flooring. pipes for plumbing, how much 
and what kind of insulation you ought 
to use in vour house. Another invaluable 
source of information is the local build- 
ing department; its inspectors can sup- 
ply vou with the exact legal specifica- 
tions for anv project. To help interpret 
all this information. pick up one of the 
innumerable home-improvement man- 
uals, such as the Reader's Digests Com- 
plete Guide to Home Improvements 
—it's well-illustrated and refreshingly 
lucid. 

The ultimate way to develop vour 
project description is by questioning 
carefully each contractor who comes to 
make estimates, Have him outline ever 
step of construction and list all material 
necessary for the job. 

While contractors are wandering 
through vour house. take advantage of 
their expert opinions. А good contractor 
is to vour house what Roget's Thesau- 
rus is to writing—a treasure of alterna- 
tive suggestions. Ask the contractor 
what he would do. whether vour prob- 
lem involves light. space. decoration. 
or structure. Perhaps he'll have a novel 
solution. But. as in any professional con- 
sultation, don't take one opinion as 
Hovle. Maybe vour house needs that 
solid brick wall that the contractor would 
like to replace with a sliding glass door. 

Give each bidding contractor a сору 
of vour project description, updating it 
when necessary. and request that bids 
specify every detail of the project, total 
cost, and completion date. This method

will provide a solid basis for comparing 
bids, and you will know that materials 
aren't being compromised for profit or 
competition. 

Typically, though, bids vary outland- 
ishly and you may have to ask more con- 
tractors to submit bids. A high bid does 
not necessarily mean high-quality work- 
manship; it might only mean that the 
contractor is so busy he will only do the 
job for a royal ransom, Likewise, a very 
low bid may not mean shoddy work; it 
may mean the contractor is short on 
work and is desperate to cover his over- 
head expenses. In either case, be wary. 

When you think you have found a 
suitable contractor with a resonable es- 
timate and completion date, ask him for 
a list of similar projects he’s done. Al- 
though it is unlikely that a contractor 
would refer you to a dissatisfied client, 
stranger things have happened. In any 
event, a visit or two will give you a pre- 
view of his workmanship and a chance 
to chat with his clients—who might

COLLECT YOUR MATERIALS: 

Dye stuff —Use 100 percent natural ma- 


terials (cotton, silk, or wool) in yarn or 
fabric form. Unbleached is best, since the 
chemicals which have been used to bleach 
material to a "real" white might deflect 
your color direction. Man-made fibers 
and blends can take dye unevenly. 
Prepare dye bath—To make a natural 
dye, gather flowers, fruits, or vegetables. 
Boil them in a quart or more of water, 
depending on the amount of dye needed 
and the intensity of the color desircd. 
After boiling has extracted the color, 
pass the liquid through a fine sieve or 
cheesecloth to clear it. 

Prepare mordant  solution—Mordants 
(from the Latin verb mordere, to bite) 
are chemicals which help the natural dyes 
take hold, literally "biting" thc color into 
the medium. They arc usually crystals or 
salts (used in усгу small quantitics) and 
are available in craft shops. To prepare 
the solution, mix mordants into И cup 
warm water until dissolved, then add to 
the water in a large cooking pot. Below

Alum (Aluminum potassium sulfate, not 
to be confused with the alum found 
grocery stores, which is aluminium am- 
monium sulfate). White powder. Makes 
color fast and bright. Measure carefully 
—too much makes yarn sticky. Add 
Cream of ‘Tartar as preventative. 
Chrome (Potassium bichromate). Bright, 
orangey-red. Expensive, poisonous. and 
light-sensitive. A tiny bit goes a long way. 
Store in a dark place. Best used when 
working towards gold or brown. 
Tin (Stannous chloride), White, expen- 
sive, light-sensitive, it brightens colors. 
Has а tendency to harden wool. 
Iron (Ferrous sulphate, also known as 
copperas, or green vitriol). Palest green. 
“Saddens” or deepens a color. Good with 
dark greens, purples, blacks. 
Copper sulfate (Blue vitriol). Bright 
blue. Adds a green or bluish tone, de- 
pending on the dye color. As а pre- 
mordant, it colors yarn a beautiful light 
green. 
Tannin (Tannic acid). Light brown, it is 
found in tea, nuts, and tree bark—none 
of which require mordanting. 
Ammonia (Ammonium hydroxide). 
Clear, non-sudsy. Peps up yellow ог 
green dyes, draws color out of grasses. 
White vinegar. Contains acetic acid. Red- 
dens violet or purple dye 
Tartaric acid (Cream of tartar or potas- 
sium bitartrate). White powder, bright- 
ens colors. Used with alum, tin, and iron 
to maintain fiber softness. 
Baking soda (Bicarbonate of soda). Add 
to dye bath. Makes violets or purples 
bluer. 
Glauber's salts. Used in almost all nat- 
ural dyeing to make colors fast and to 
ensure more thorough dyeing. 
PLAN AHEAD: 
Test a small piece of any new medium 
you are dyeing, as each will need slightly 
different formulations of the dye bath 
and mordant. Most recipes call for 
l-ounce skein of wool, but you can test 
dye recipes with 12- or 'á-ounce mini- 
skeins without stretching your budget. 
Find out how your dyes and mordants 
interact. Put several strands of wool into 
one dye bath, one of them not mor- 
danted, and each of the others premor- 
danted with different mordants— you ll 
get different colors each time. For in- 
stance, unmordanted wool put into a co- 
reopsis flower dye bath emerged a rich 
yellow, while another strand, premor- 
danted with tin and alum, came out a 
super orange! 
STEP-BY-STEP TO DYEING YARN: 
1. Weigh and divide the wool into skeins. 
Keep one strand of wool aside. 
2. Tie up skeins loosely so they won't 
tangle. 
3. Scour wool in lukewarm water and 
mild soapsuds, so it will take its color 
evenly. Squeeze suds out gently; don't 
wring or twist. Rinse several times in 
clear water, moving the yarn through 
the water with a wooden spoon or chop-

I he approaches of hooks introducing children to the kitchen 
are as diverse as the cooks who write them. It is a good idea 
to choose a book that is tailored to the ages of the young 
cooks vou know and also suits the culinary philosophy of the 
adult in charge.

Here is an extraordinary variety of dishes (there 
are 19 kinds of peanut-butter sandwiches) that use the 
famous legume in everything from. literally, soup (peanut, 
of course) to nuts (caramel-covered). 

The International Cookie Jar Cookbook by Anita Borghese, 
illustrated by Yaroslava Mills (Scribner's, $7.95). A treasury 
of world cookies in over 60 carefully detailed recipes, with 
a short, informative introduction to each. Clear line draw- 
ings illuminate the more complicated instructions. This is a 
book for cookie lovers who have had some experience in 
the Kitchen. Precocious kids who have already read Proust 
will find a recipe for Madeleines on page 37. Bring milk. 
Cooking with Colette by Colette Rossant. edited hy Lor- 
rainc Davis, illustrated hy James Rossant (Scribner's, $7.95).

Sculptural needlepoint, a totally new 
art form, was invented—by mistake. 
Paul Himmel's wife was needlepoint- 
ing a butterfly, and Mr. Himmel, a 
photographer-turned-social worker, 
was so intrigued with the process that 
he decided to learn. When his canvas 
developed some lumps and bumps, 
rather than despairing, he used this 
added dimension. The sculptural

a distinguished eritie and long- -time sup- 
porter of the regional danee movement, 
is exceutive direetor of the National As- 
soelation for Regional Ballet, whieh, 
quite naturally, has as its goal another 
Isadora vision: "I see Ameriea daneing, 
beautiful, strong, with one foot poised on 
the highest point of the Roekies, her two 
hands stretehed out from the Atlantie to 
the Paeifie, her fine head tossed to the 
sky, her forehead shining with a erown 
of a million stars." 

The NARB now has 115 member 
eompanies. And Miss Hering has engi- 
neered a program, funded by the Andrew 
W. Mellon Foundation, to form a reper- 
toire for NARB members by earefully 
ehoosing the best of over 500 works by 
regional ehoreographers. So regional in- 
novatiofis, the aeeents of the South, the 
Northwest, Texas, are making themselves 
felt and seen in the national danee pie- 
ture, even as NARB eompanies bring the 
best of danee to areas heretofore un- 
touched by the art. 

And it’s easier for people to relate to 
danee today. Although pure, elassical 
ballet flourishes (nothing draws erowds 
like The Nutcracker Suite), the lines be- 
tween daneing diseiplines have blurred. 
Riehard Philp, managing editor of 
Dancemagazine, speaks of “а eonglom- 
eration, an amalgamation of style.” Then, 
too, there’s the superstar phenomenon. 
Dance heroes may not approach, say, the 
Mary Tyler Moores of the world in 
numbers of press eoverage, but their pres- 
enee is felt. Danee fans have always 
flocked to see their favorites; now, the 
publie-at-large goes to see Mikhail Bary- 
shnikov (in whatever) and talks about it 
for the next 3 weeks. General magazines 
are glomming onto what used to be the 
nearly exelusive turf of Dancemagazine 
(as іп Baryshnikovs appearanee on 
Times cover). Dancemagazine’s sub- 
seriptions have tripled in the last 5 years, 
and it nimbly keeps up not just with the 
stars but with the total danee scene. 

It publishes reports from everywhere 
—Akron, Salt Lake City, St. Paul—and 
on everything from toe-shoe technology 
to the state of arts funding. (“Dance has 
beeome a responsible business,” reports 
Riehard Philp.) Dancemagazine has a 
regular ТУ eolumn. In one reeent 15- 
sue, diseo was eovered right along with 
Baryshnikov’s latest moves. And let us 
not overlook the influenee of television 
in the danee boom—not that danee 18 
new to television. The June Taylor Dane- 
ers were a hallmark of my childhood, 
and I was hooked on American Band- 
stand. But serious efforts to translate ma- 
jor danee works into the TV idiom were 
thwarted by limited interest on the part 
of produeers and the publie, and the lim- 
ited ability of the eameras to eapture the 
performanees. Now, all that is ehanging. 
Dance in America is not only the first

New York State wine 


The oldest 
wine-making region 
inthe country 

IS growing-fast 


A vineyard is a peaceful place, gnarled 
ropy vines. some of them as old as a 
hundred years, plunging roots deep into 
the poor soil they prefer, pruned back 
in winter to burgeon forth in the spring 
with leaves and tendrils that twist along 
the posts and wircs the vineyard keeper 
has ready for them, strong enough to 
support the gradually filling, ripening 
grapes. Sunlight, rain, a few lazy bees 
now and then. Sleepy, almost. But in 
New York Statc, where the first Ameri- 
can vineyards were planted more than a 
century ago, а slowly developing tra- 
dition seems to have reached some sort 
of bursting point, There's a lot of news. 
a lot of activity, a growing diversity 
ready to serve the growing American 
taste for wine. 

Threc apparent trends to wine-making 
іп New York, all of them healthily 
egotistical, will have us sipping new 
wines made from native grapes, a whole 
array of new sparkling and lightly car- 
ing winc is a tra- 
dition New York State is already known 
for—and, most promising, several new 
varietal wines marked with vintage years, 
some of them produced from European 
vine-stocks, some of them estate bottled. 
and a few of them already tested prizc- 
winners. 

The Vikings first called the new world 
Vinland, and thc vines they found grow- 
ing here werc quitc likely native wild 
grapes of the Labrusca family, hardy. 
high in acid, fruity in flavor. They're still 
New York wine-making mainstays. Most 
New York State wineries have Delaware, 
Niagara, Ives, Isabel, or Concord wines. 
Gold Seal’s Henri Marchani linc has а 
new wine called Labrusca ($1.99 ). 
Taylor introduced a new pink Catawba 
($2.15) last fall. Native grapcs will also 
sparkle very nicely, given a little en- 
couragement, and one of the newer ones 
is Gold Seal's lightly sweet Moscato 
Spumante ($5.25). 

Also for those who like sparkly things, 
are several new champagnes, sparkling 
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wines, and "lightly carbonated" wines. 
The Hammondsport makers of Great 
Western champagne introduced Great 
Western Spumante ($5.39) last year, to 
join a new carbonated pink wine named 
Veritas (52.39). Great Western's new 
New York State Naturel Champagne 
($5.55), fermented in the bottle without 
dosage (an injection of sugar syrup half- 
way through the process to encourage 
more bubbles), so that it is very dry, won 
the gold medal at the Monde Selection 
competition in Europe last усаг. Widmer 
has just brought out an extra dry cham- 
pagne called Moussec ($3.79). 

Bully НШ, feisty little (24,000 cases 
last year) Finger Lakes winery with a 
growing reputation, introduced its first 
sparkling wine, Bully Hill Methode 
Champenoise ($6.98), made by thc tra- 
ditional méthode champenoise that in- 
volves standing the champagnc bottle on 
its head while natural fermentation pre-

viticulturalists have produced literally 
hundreds of hybrids with varying char- 
acteristics, and vintners have devoted 
themselves to discovering which make 
the best wine. It's all part of the ardent 
wine lover’s eternal search for the perfect 
grape, the perfect process, the perfect in- 
gredients for that most evanescent. of 
experiences: the perfect sip of wine. The 
testing takes years. Some of the most suc- 
cessful have been hybrids named Baco 
Noir, de Chaunac, Seyval, Aurore, Mare- 
chal Foch. Great Western will soon re- 
lease the vintage 1975 Great Western De 
Chaunac (about $4), its first 100 percent 
French-American varietal, fermented on 
the skins and aged in oak. 

Bully Hill will include two varietals, 
Aurore ($3.36) and Seyval Blanc 
($3.36), in its Walter S. Taylor line to 
be released toward the end of this month. 
The rest of the line, Walter S. Taylor 
Red ($3.36) and Walter S. Taylor White 
($3.36), will be blended from several 
hybrid grapes. The Brotherhood Winery 
in the Hudson Valley, established in 
1839, is the oldest continuously operated 
winery in the country—it produced altar 
wines during Prohibition—and its newest 
wines are also French-American varie- 
tals. Aurore ($3.19) and Chancellor 
(about $3.19) soon to be in the shops.

At Benmarl, also on the Hudson, a

The Millers tried 
150 cases, and it went so well, they s say, 
that И is something of a temptation to 
devote more of their production to that, 
and leave less to develop. They’re deter- 
minedly experimental, however, perfect- 
ly willing to try things in batches as small 
as 5 gallons (one of their experiments: 
casks coopered from six different kinds 
of oak, to try the different effects), so 
that’s unlikely. 

New laws and new business affiliations 
may have as much cffect on the future 
of New York State wine as new vines 
will. Until last year, the state’s wine laws 
had been virtually unchanged since Pro- 
hibition, But last fall a farm winery bill 
was passed, allowing small wineries to 
sell a large part of their production at 
the winery, and adjusting the size of the 
license fee to the size of the winery. Ben- 
marl, for instance, as Farm Winery No. 
1 will pay $125 a year to produce its 
14,000 gallons, instead of approximately 
$1,500. The change is intended to en- 
courage more farmers to go into wine- 
making, to stimulate the kind of com- 
petition that leads to excellence. New 
York State also made provision for re- 
gional appellations, so that wines made 
in the Hudson Valley, for instance, will 
be legally known as Hudson Valley wine 
in the same way that Rhóne Valley or 
Loire Valley wine is known. Wine ex- 
pert Alexis Lichine predicts that soon the 
Hudson Valley will be mapped plot by 
plot by wine lovers, as the wine-growing 
regions of France are now. “Тһе whole 
industry is going to be changing in the 
next few years," says James B. Kauben- 
speck, general manager of Brotherhood. 
"Laws will, I think, begin to reflect wine 
and beer ргорегіу--ав beverages, to go 
with food." 

But the news that may bring more 
New York State wine than ever before 
to the rest of the wine-drinking country 
is the merger of Taylor and Great West- 
ern—whose output of New York State 
wines, 4,700,000 cascs last year, is bigger 
than all the other New York State winer- 
i a-Cola of Atlan- 
ta. It will bring The Taylor Corporation 
a chance to jump from being a little big 
company (compared with the major Cali- 
fornia wineries; Almadén, for example, 
sold 6,387,645 cases of wine last year) to 
being a Big big company, said a spokes- 
person. President Joseph Swarthout wel- 
comes, he says, the opportunity. And the 
whole Finger Lakes wine community 
secms to feel that the move will strength- 
en the industry and help New York State 
wines to come of age. №

prime time TV dance series, but the 
first significant effort of television people 
and choreographers to cooperate іп ac- 
climating dance to ТУ, and vice versa. 
Martha Graham, for instance, rechoreo- 
graphed parts of her works because they 
didn't work on camera. 

The power of the televised image and 
of live performances even in the tiniest 
communities has sent people running to 
dance classes because they want to be 
better audiences, to understand what 
they're seeing. And the fact that disco 
dancing is probably second only to TV- 
watching as a national habit has also 
boosted dance class enrollments, and not 
only in straight disco classes. Nobody 
wants to look awkward on the dance 
floor. 

So. as a great big disco hit goes, it’s 
ume to “gct up and boogie "—if you 
haven't already. Find the sort of dance 
that suits vou and, as they also say a lot 
in disco: "Do it!” Listen to Fred Kelly: 
“Е don't believe in dividing dancing up. 
There's room for all of it. And the more 
people dancing, the happier this coun- 
try wil] be." 

Don't be afraid to shop around before 

committing yourself to one particular 
dance routine, teacher, or regime. Here's 
а basic repertoire. 
Ballet. "Ballet," says Richard Ellis, of the 
Ellis-DuBoulay School in Chicago, "is 
absolutely the basis for everythiug in 
dance. When West Side Story came out, 
teen-agers thought it was all gorgeous. 
free—but those were all highly trained 
ballet dancers. If you have ballet train- 
ing. the rest is much easier.” That ballet 
is the backbone of dance and the most 
highly involved dance form is indisputa- 
ble. Classical ballet is highly formalized, 
and it takes extreme discipline to master 
body movements and positions that 
don't come naturally. The language of 
ballet is French (although the art started 
in Renaissance Italy). You do ara- 
besques, grand pliés, frappés, passés, 
glissades . . . АП very valuable for future 
Cynthia Gregorys, you might say—but 
what's in it for me? 

Just this. The discipline itself is not 
only vital in other forms of dance but 
will infiltrate your whole life, if you let it. 
Secondly, as Edith. D'Addario, of the 
Robert Joffrey School, points ош, “It’s 
marvelous for the body, pulls up every 
muscle." And then, too, once you've tried 
to perfect even a good fifth position, you 
wil really begin to comprehend what 
goes into great dancing, the rigors of 
making it all look so easy. so fluid. 

A ballet wardrobe consists of leotards, 
tights, soft ballet slippers, and, if you're 
going all the way, toe shoes. Most schools 
have "pre-ballet" or adult beginner 
classes which start with basic steps and 
lead you gracefully into the ballet rou- 
tines and terminology. 
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Modern dance and jazz dancing. The 
reason I have lumped these two very sep- 
arate and distinct forms of dance togeth- 
er is that they are both nearly indefina- 
ble in general terms. What modern dance 
is, what jazz is, depends entirely on who's 
at the head of the class. In the case of 
modern, I called the Martha Graham 


School to ask for some way of summing | 


it up. A quick survey was taken around 
the studio. Everyone was "nonplussed." 
Finally, a statement was made: "Modern 


dance is as stimulating intellectually as it | 


is physically, which is the reason it has 
caught on at colleges around the coun- 
try." Truc. But it's a long way from your 
average campus “interpretive dance" 
class ("Okay, now we're all going to be 
trees, growing trees .. .") to the individ- 
ual techniques developed (highly) by 
Martha Graham, José Limon, Merce 
Cunningham, Katherine Dunham, Doris 
Humphrey, and Charles Weidman. 


THE DISCO HITS 

To perfect the disco dancing you learn 
on TV, club-hopping, or in class, get 
your own music. Any record by Van 
McCoy or Bohannan is good, as are 
the following hit disco albums: ТЛе 
Original Dr. Buzzards Savannah 
Band; Four Seasons of Love (Donna 
Summers); Spirit (Earth, Wind, and 
Fire); Silk. Degrees (Bozz Scaggs); 
the soundtrack of the film Carwash; 
Good High (Brick); Stormin’ (Brain- 
storm): Hot on the Tracks (the Com- 
modores); Capricorn Princess (Esther 
Phillips), Disco Inferno (The Tramps); 
Do It Your Way (The Crown Heights 
Affair); and Lolita (Lolita Holloway) 
—which features what | think is the 
best thing to dance to since Marvin 
Gaye's "Heard it Through the Grape- 
vine^—"Hit and Run (Gotta be Num- 
ber One)" 


While everyone in modern dance is 
free to develop his or her own vocabu- 
lary, there are ground rules. Each tech- 
nique has its own rules. Students of the 
above-mentioned pioneers perpetuate 
what can only be described as the most 
variegated, changing, and psyche-involv- 
ing type of dance. 

You'll need leotards, tights, and, some- 
times, soft ballet shoes. Modern dance 1s 


' often done barefoot, in which case you 


need footless tights, or tights with "stir- 
rups." A ballet background is useful. but 
not essential, since modern dance is as 


disciplined, as rooted in basics, as ballet" 


(in fact, it borrows a lot from ballet). 
Jazz dancing. equally difficult to bin 


| down, is a hodgepodge of everything— 


ballet. modern, American folk, tap, West 
Indian, flashy Broadway, whatever is 
going on in the discos—and much more. 
Again, it depends on your instructor's 
orientation. You could learn "routines" 


(à la Chorus Line) or be encouraged to | 
interpret the music your way. No pre- | 


| vious dance experience is needed for be- 


ginning classes, which often warm you 
up with stretching, and other exercises, 
and then proceed to fundamental foot- 
work. Jazz shoes are necessary (they're 
like tap shoes without the taps), although 
some jazz teachers prefer sneakers. The 
usual leotards and tights can be replaced 
by comfortable pants with a lot of “give,” 
and T-shirts. 

Tap. “Tap dancing is happy dancing,” 
says Fred Kelly. “It’s pretty hard to cry 
when you're tap dancing.” That, and the 
show-biz connection (recently reincul- 
cated in the American public via Thar’s 
Entertainment and a lot of nostalgia on 
Broadway) accounts for the current tap 
craze. "What you get out of it," explains 
author and teacher Jerry Ames, "depends 
on your goal. It's exercise without drudg- 
ery. There's a joy in being able to make 
noise legitimately, especially in a city 
with horns and sirens. It's а tremendous 
outlet; there's a relaxation that comes 
after really letting off steam." 

There's instant gratification with tap, 
too. You may not really look like Fred 
Astaire the first time out, but somehow 
the mere sound of your own feet tapping 
makes you feel like a star. Then there's 
the cameradcrie of tap classes. The music 
blares "Give my regards to Broadway" 
and you're lined up in a group, moving 
in unison around the room. Jerry Ames, 
comparing the mood in his classes to the 
reserved atmosphere of even a beginning 
ballet class, says, "We really get a kick 
out of each other—so to speak." 

For tap, you'll need stretch, or other- 
wise comfortable, pants. a T-shirt (you'll 
perspire a lot), and tap shoes. You'll also 
need energy. Although beginners start 
slowly, heel-toc-heel-toe, then a little arm 
business, after that, as Jerry Ames puts it, 
"You're your own drummer."

Belly dancing. This is the only form of 
dance that's pretty much for women only. 
No dance background is required, and 
the requisite dress is usually a leotard, 
tights, and ballet slippers or low-heeled 
flexible shocs. What has put belly danc- 
ing on the map, coast to coast, is the fact 
that it tightens the muscles in the abdo- 
men and around the waist because of the 
constant stretching and contracting of the 
midsection. But, as taught by Serena in 
New York City and many professionals 
elsewhere, belly dancing utilizes every 
other part of the body as well. 

“I’m not a totally ethnic teacher," says 
Serena. "The dance Гуе designed glori-

absorbers and springs, and perhaps a 
top rack. In case you load to the top, be 
sure you have a protective grille to hold 
it in place (in a station wagon). When it 
is time to load, assemble everything on 
the lawn or driveway. Then begin load- 
ing the heaviest things first, keeping them 
low and as close to the middle of the car 
as possible. The well in a station wagon 
is good because it's low. Too much heavy 
weight high in the rear can cause the car 
to fishtail. Continue packing so that the 
lightest things are on top. hopefully all 
below the level of the seat tops. One haz- 
ard is having something Hy forward and 
hit a passenger if you stop suddenly. 
Don't overload the car so that the springs 
are noticeably depressed. Instead, ship 
things ahead or think light in the first 
place. Once packed and ready, drive 
carefully and defensively, as a loaded 
car is a vulnerable one. 

If you make regular trips with a big 
load. look into optional suspension svs- 
tems designed for heavy loads. in some 
models of station wagon, vou can adjust 
the suspension system. 


Attention to catalytic

Roche and Dinkerloo were | 
both the architects and interior designers. 
On the 27th floor, there's a swimming 
pool enclosed by glass walls and canopied 
with white billowing muslin (like clouds 
overhead), with wonderful views of the 
East River. 

Already 10 years old, Western Inter- 
national's Hotel Bonaventure in Montre- | 
al has been а pioneer of luxury multi- | 
use. On the top floors of a big highrise | 
showroom mart, the hotels architect, | 
Ray Affreck, maximizes its outdoor-roof- | 
top setting. The lobby is open space. 
filled with a many-leveled Japanese water 
garden massed with trees and flowers in 
the spring and in the winter mounded 
high with snow. One of the garden ponds 
freezes to make a skating rink, the other, 
a large swimming pool, is heated and 
steams romantically into the winter night. 
It's really an indoor-outdoor pool divid- 
ed by swinging rubber curtains that hang: 
from an arch to water level. Many guests} 
swim at night, getting into the pool from | 
the warm indoor section and swimming] 
out into the open through the curtains. | 

Not all multi-use hotel complexes аге! 
high rise. For example, the IDS Center, 
the physical center of downtown Min- 
neapolis, is a block-big complex built by 
Philip Johnson. At the base of the office 
tower, a several-story-high skylight roofs 
over a plaza area that links the base of} 
the tower to the lower-rise Marquette) 
Inn plus a small shopping and restaurant 
plaza called the Crystal Court. | 

In Kansas City, the Crown Center Но- 
tel which opened in 1973 is the work of 
Chicago architect Harry Weese. It is one 
corner of a low-risc series of connecting 
buildings that include offices, shops, and 
a farmers market of specialty food 
shops, The Market Place. The hotel rises 
up against a hilly bump that dcvelopers 
decided to leave and incorporate into th 
hotel. it now provides а jungly vertica 
drop for a garden waterfall that makes 
the lobby seem like a greenhouse. On the 
5th floor, an open-air terrace offers

Ground that produces fine 
carrots and tomatoes. zinnias or mari- 
golds. will grow heaths and heathers that 
are scrawny and short-lived. What they 
need 1$ a sandy, well-drained soil with 
plenty of humus—the Allans supply this 
in the form of composted leaves—day- 
long sunshine and free circulation of air. 
Most nurseries have pot-grown plants for 
sale at planting time for cash-and-carry 
customers. Here are some mail-order 
sources: Avalon Mountain Gardens, 


Currants are overdue for a comeback in 
American gardens. In the past, fear of 
the white pine blister rust—a disease 
carried by currants and fatal to white 


the Federal and most state governments. 
However, it now appears that the disease 
spores travel no more than 500 feet from 
the currant leaves. and that only the 
European black currant is particularly 
dangerous. So more and more currants 
are being planted, not only for the dan- 
gling clusters of crimson fruit, but for the 
equally pleasant bell-shaped golden flow- 
rs. Anv reasonably good garden soil will 
produce good currants. Thev do best in 
full sun, seldom need pruning. and look 
particularly handsome against a brick 
wall or tight-woven fence. Sour-toothed 
people like the tart fruit just as it comes 
from the bush. others prefer it dusted 
with sugar, stewed. or made into jam or 
jelly. And then. of course. if nobody in 
the family likes currants, birds certainly 
do. Currant plants available from J. E. 
Miller. Nurseries, Canandaigua, N. Y. 
14424. whose catalogue is free. 


Now, the mini-dahlia 


Dahlias have probably had more ups and 
downs than any other summer-flowering 
bulbs. Vastly popular in Victorian times. 
they have been in something of an eclipse 
of recent years. This is probably because 
so much attention had been given to the 
y—large-flow- 
ered types. Producing flowers as big as 
dinner plates. these dahlias called for 
disbudding and all kinds of special sup- 
ports. Although they're still popular 
among specialists who like to win flower- 
show prizes. they have become a lost 
cause as far as the ordinarv backyard 
gardener is concerned. Of recent years, 
though, more attention has been given 
by the bulb growers to smaller-flowered. 
more compact plants. These are still 
spectacularly floriferous, but require no 
more care than feeding, watering, and 
the removal of dead flowers. Some are 
small enough to edge a flower border. 
with blooms ranging from golf ball to 
teacup size, in all the colors and forms 
we usually associate with dahlias. Dutch 
bulb growers are producing quantities of 
the new kinds of dahlias in the same 
fields that give us our tulip and datfodil 
bulbs. Grown with the same skillful 
care that goes into the spring bloomers, 
these summer-flowering gems are being 
shipped all over the world, and are avail- 
able at nurseries and garden shops in the 


Hardy heaths 


Heaths and heathers, like those outside 
the Allans' fence (page 164). are really 
quite easy to grow. Both are members of 
the heath family. or Ericaceae, a very 
large one which includes such common 
shrubs as rhododendron. andromeda, 
and blueberries. Botanically, heather 18 
Calluna, heath is Erica, but the names 
are used interchangeably by nurseries 
and most gardeners. In their native home 
on European moors. heath. heather, and 
their close relatives, Bruckenthalia and 
Daboecia. grow in clustering masses, рго- 
tecting each other from icy winds. Hardy 
as far north as central New England. 
thev all need an acid soil and will benefit 
from a winter covering of snow, ог, lack- 
ing that, a light layer of salt hay or straw. 
Grown as individual plants, the tops very 
often die back during the winter. This 
does no great harm, however, since new

stichs. Be sure the wash and rinse water 
are tlie same teniperature (0 avoid mal- 
ting or shrinking. 

4. Weigh mordant(s) and prepare the so- 
lution according to its recipe. Place the 
wet wool in the mordanting bath, cover 
and simmer for about 45 minutes (180 - 
200°). Reserve one sample of each mor- 
danted wool. 

5. Prepare dye bath. 

6. In а large cooking pot, put the wet 
yarn (premordanted or not) into the dye 
bath. Simmer, bur never Рой. Once the 
simmer is reached, start timing the dye- 
ing process—the longer the yarn remains 
іп the bath, the darker its color. 

7. И you have several skeins going into 
the same mordant, but destined for dif- 
ferent dye baths, iabel them with the 
mordant name bcfore théy go into the 
mordanting solution. Then, when you 
put each into its own color bath, add the 
dye prescription on the other side of the 
tag. Pin the put-aside strands of raw 
wool, mordanted wool, and finished-dyed 
wools in your notebook alongside their 
recipes and notes. 

8. Wet yarn looks darker than dry, so if 
you are not sure if the final color has 
been reached. hold a piece of the yarn 
та dry clean towel, and press it between 
your fingers to dry it. 

9. After the yarn has reached its desired 
color, rinse it thoroughly іп successive 
baths of clean water until the water runs 
clear. The first rinse water should be the 


vame temperature as the dye bath from 
which the wool was taken, then it can 
become gradually. cooler, 


10. Some recipes call for the yarn to | 


cool in the dye bath. In that case, the first 
rinse should be cool. 74e important thing 
is not to shock the wool Бу sudden tem- 
perature changes. 

UI. Gently squeeze the 
excess moisture. 

12. Label the skein with a tag, 
haven't done so already. 

13. Dry the skein by laying it on towels 
ог hang it up indoors or out, but not in 
direct sunlight. If it is hung. reverse it 
after a while, so it dries суету. 

Planning is the key word—which dyes, 
which mordants, and when. Variations 
of one color can be achieved by using the 
same dye bath two or threc consecutive 
times. Each time the results will be paler, 
as the dye is absorbed into the materials.
